I. Claims 1 -21 ,23-94, 1 05-1 1 5, drawn to a system for use in detecting 
biological material of a biological sample , classified in class 356, subclass 
73. 

Claims 22,95-104, drawn to a polynucleic acid micro- array holding 
structure , classified in class 356, subclass 244.

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in

806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the subcombination has utility by 
itself or in other combinations. The subcombination has separate utility such as holding 
the sample for testing. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
